o f blood is the true remedy for consum p­ 
tion and diseases allied to it. and if 1 ever 
have the opportunity I shall test it in lep­ 
rosy.”— [New A'ork frán.

passing it creditably, gets oil with one year, 
during which he is compelled to funii*!i 
his own uniform and equipment*, horses, 
etc., and support him self, though doing 
duty; w hile the poor, ignorant fellow is 
held for three years' lutrd work. 
In time 
o f war. I believe, they throw out a sort of 
drag-net and catch everybody. 
Their com 
panics consequently m ake a splendid ap­ 
pearance. 
The men do not appear over 2 í 
or 24. 
Perhaps 
they do 
not average 
that. 
They are drilled incessantly, and 
become thorough soldiers. 
They march 
with a long, quick, gym nastic kind of step, 
and seem to be perfect in their handling o f 
arms 
Tlie infantry companies are now 
about Inn strong, the cavalry or dragoons 
15n, and in war tim es they double the*e 
figures. 
Not far from here, along the hanks 
o f the Ncckar. is a large open plain where 
they come out to drill, and it i* part of my 
enjoyment to watch them in the morning. 
To a civilian the officers appear like a set. 
of aristocratic, snobbish puppies, and the 
way they strut about the streets is rather 
offensive to everyone outside o f the army. 
This, however, does not apply to the older 
ones, and those decorated with crosses and 
orders, which they won bv hard knocks. 
They seem to be more m odest, and not so 
dom ineering. 
Everybody in the em ploy o f 
the Government—and that, independent of 
the army, is a countless m ultitude—wears 
a uniform o f som e kind.—[Berlin Letter.

was found out how things stood she left 
the gay capital, and after a w hile turned 
up in 
London, where her beauty and 
intelligence were held to atone for her 
m ultitude of sins. 
After am assing consid­ 
erable riches in London she turned her 
hack on England and appeared again at 
Paris, the gayest am ong the gay. where she 
married a rich Portuguese Marquis. 
She 
gathered around her m any fashionable, lit­ 
erary and scientific celebrities, and kept her 
sm all court in an elegant residence o f the 
Champs Elysees until the death o f the 
Marquis. 
She 
afterwards 
married the 
Count H enckel o f Donnesmark. and died 
at the age o f 72 at the castle which, in im i­ 
tation o f the Tuileries, had been built for 
her in Silesia.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

It cannot be fo ra 
moment entertained that the valley sections 
must receive upon the low lands and into 
the navigable streams, by artificial precipi­ 
tation, m atter that will work the destruc­ 
tion of river and farm alike. 
Hydraulic 
mining, if continued, can be only upon the 
basis of the debris resulting being taken 
care of by the miners. 
It is not against 
hydraulic m ining nor the hydraulic miners 
that tie* vafhy prótesis, hut against the re­ 
sults of hydraulic mining. 
It is a public 
nuisance, as declared by the Courts, that 
the agriculturists resist. 
When the miners 
cease to make that nuisance, the valley res­ 
idents will have no concern whether the 
mines are worked by hydraulic or other 
proccs*» *. The m ining industry has been 
seriously hurt by 
the debris litigation. 
The people of the valley well know this, 
and they sympathize deeply with the 
miners 
They recognize the urgent plea of 
General Hamilton, elsewhere published, 
and feel it< force, and if there can he any 
delay that w ill not he injurious !o the val­ 
ley. it should be granted. 
We repeat that 
there is no feeling of resentment in this 
section against the m iners; no desire to 
cause them a mom ent's pain. ’They have 
bad the worst of a battle forced by tin* law 
of self-p: -Tvation upon their neighbors of 
the low lands, and these latter, we repeat, 
at the risk of being stigmatized by our 
evening c-m tem poran, the only genuine* 
and unadulterated m iner hater, ;ts “ mealy 
m outhed ’ have for them the kindliest 
feelings.

T H E COMMITTEE ON CREDENTIALS. 
Henry Ballard, of Verm ont, C hairm an of the 
Com m ittee ou Credentials, reported that the 
sessions of the com m ittee had been alm ost con­ 
tinuous, leaving m em bers no lim e to rest. 
He 
took pleasure in saying th a t th e proceedings 
hud been entirely harm onious, am i w ithout ref­ 
erence to present preferences. The result was a 
unanim ous report. The announcem ent was re­ 
ceived w ith applause. 
. 
The report of the Com m ittee on Credentials 
w as then read by Mr. Fort, of New York. 
li was to the effect th at the sitting m em bers in 
all the contested eases are entitled to th eir seats, 
except in the case of the Nineteenth District of 
New York and the Fifth District of Kentucky, 
w here both delegates and the contestants are 
adm itted to cast h a lf a vote each. 
In the Vir­ 
ginia ease the com m ittee found unanim ously 
that the delegation headed by Senator M ahone 
was entitled to the seats. 
The reiKirt was adopted w ithout discussion. 


RULES TO GOVERN T1IE CONVENTION. 
Parks of California, from the Com m ittee on 
Rules, reported that the com m ittee had adopted 
substantially the rules of the last Convention, ex ­ 
cept that it recom m ended the adoption of Cush­ 
ing's Manual as the parliam entary law* of the 
liodv, instead o f the rule* of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, and that the previous question is to 
be in force as in the House. 
Grow of Pennsylvania, from the m inority of 
tin* com m ittee, offered a substitute for the ¿entli 
rule, which prescribed the m ode o f eleetingdele- 
gates to the next Republican Convention. 
He 
projioses that the delegates shall be elected in 
the same m anner as Members of Congress. 
Parks accepted the proposed 
am endm ent, 
Grow having explained that the delegates-at- 
large are to be elected by State < 'onventions, and 
that the m anner of electing delegates from the 
District of Columbia should be prescribed by the 
N ational R epublican Committee. 
The rules were then adopted. 
Parks offered an additional rule as to the order 
of business. 
Bayne of P ennsylvania m oved an am endm ent 
to it so as to m ake the order of business as fol­ 
low*: 
First, report of Com m ittee on Platform 
and Resolutions; second, th e call of the roll of 
States: third, presentation of candidates for 
President: fourth, balloting: Fifth, presentation 
of candidates for Vice-President: sixth, bal lot- 


Tlu* am endm ent was agreed to and th e addi­ 
tional rule adopted. 


REPRESENTATION IN FUTURE CONVENTIONS. 
Roosevelt of New York inquired w hat had be­ 
come of the proposition in regard to representa­ 
tion in future National ('onventions. 
He knew 
that there w as a strong feeling th at there should 
be some change by w hich th e num ber of dele­ 
gate* should 1m* m ore nearly proport iontd to the 
Republican votes east iu the respective States. 
Parks of California. C hairm an of the Com­ 
m ittee on Rules, said that the subject had la»en 
w ithheld until a m inority report could be re­ 
ceived. 
REQUIRED VOTE TO NOMINATE. 
Thurston of Nebraska m oved to am end the 
seventh rule which provides for nom inations by 
a m ajority of the votes east, by requiring a m a­ 
jority <»f all the delegates. 
He said th at no rules 
should l>e enforced by which a m ajority «if the 
duly elected delegates should attem pt to force a 
candidate upon the party. Such action would 
be repudiated by the freemen of Am erica.

applause to present the nam e of Hawley.

Colonel L. M. Dayton of Cincinnati, who was 
the G eneral's personal an«i most confidential 
staff officer in this city and who has been circu­ 
lating exteusively am ong the Loyal Legion, of 
w ho in there are a great num ber in the city, 
says: 
" I know General Sherm an has never 
penned any such dispatch as it is rum ored he 
tins, saving th at he would not serve us President 
of the United States even though he were nom ­ 
inated. The position is this : General Sherm an 
ha* attained tlu* highest honors outside of the 
Presidency which can l>e bestowed upon a m an 
by th e Am erican people. He is aw are of this. 
On the contrary, John Sherm an, while lie has 
had great honors bestowed upon him . has seen 
honors beyond and above, w hich he has not e n ­ 
joyed. 
Now. as long as John Sherm an was in 
th e field, or rather uutil he had reached the

T his suited tlu* purpose.* of th e oppo­ 
sition m anagers adm irably, a* th eir aim is t<> 
postpone balloting until to-morrow . Four hours 
at least will be consum ed to-night in putting 
candidates in nom ination, and it i* doubtful, 
under the circum stances, if they w ill advise ta k ­ 
ing a vote.

The feature o f the m orning session, that at­ 
tracted the mo.*t attention, was the platform , 
w hich seems to have been draw n entirely in 
the Blaine interests.

followed by stronger words for Garfield. The

original Chinese bill, and also of Edm unds and 
Sherm an, who opjNised it in tlu* Senate. The 
tariff’ views of th e platform also run contrary t«> 
the President's expressed views on the subject 
of a reduction of dutie*. Blaine i* theonlv man 
o f prom inence nam ed who can run solidly on 
the platform . 


PLANS FOR BALLOTING. 
There has )>een considerable discussion am ong 
the Blaine m anagers as ro the best j»olicy to 
pursue in relation t«> the balloting to-morrow . 
Sonic advocate giving the largest vote possible 
for Blaine on the full ballot, while others think 
it would be wise to hold ba«*k part of his 
strength, so that he can show a steady gain on 
each successive vote. 
Some decision as to the 
question will be reached to-night. The Ed­ 
mund* m en from M assachusetts’have decided 
to develop A rthur’s strength on the first ballot, 
am i. if possible, to m ake him the lending candi­ 
date : then to vote him . This is done with the 
expectation that A rthur can I k* m ade to lead on 
the first vote. The doubtful delegates will then 
be disposed to leave Blaine, w hen Edmund* w ill 
be brought forward w ith apparently increased 
strength. 
T H E I.YN< H-OLAYTON EPISODE. 
W hatever advantage the A rthur m en secured, 
or fancied they secured, from tlu* victory of 
th eir candidate it did not d«> them very m uch 
good. N either Edm unds nor 8 lu rm an were w ill­ 
ing to go the length o f a coalition th at would 
encom pass the nom ination of President. The 
Lynch Clayton episode stiffened the backs of 
th e imle¡K*udents. and the signs of w avering 
im m ediately eease«l. The Sherm an m en then 
decided to stick to th eir candidate, at least as 
long as th e Edm unds m en stick to theirs. The 
Edm unds and Sherm an m en «li«l all they could to 
brace up the Logan m en by telling them that if 
they held »>ut it would be impossible to nom ­ 
inan* Blaine or A rthur, am i th at then Logan 
would go ro the front. 
It is hiuted th at some of 
the Edm unds jKOpie and Sherm anites were 
ready to prom ise Logan th eir support in case of 
a break, aud some m en in the Logan cam p, w ho 
it is claim ed were ready to go back on their 
chief at a convenient opjm rtunity, began to 
blush arnl be asham ed of them selves. 
Never­ 
theless the A rthur m en were confident th at if 
he ever cam e w ithin 17 vote* of a nom ination, 
he would get two delegates at large. A rthur’s 
nom ination and election m eans trouble for 
Logan, w hose only hoj»e outside o f him self is 
th at Blaine, or some candidate, seconded uml 
supjtorted by Blaine of Logan m en. should be­ 
come President. 
In that event Logan’s prestige 
would sutler no dim inution, am i he would con­ 
tinué to be, as he has been the foremost m an in 
the Republican party in Illinois, w ith chances 
that four years from now he m ight come to the 
front again as a candidate for President.

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I low t o CiivK a n O i l H a th .—The oil 
bath should always follow another hath of 
some sort. 
It may he a tepid sponge, a hot 
sponge, a saline sponge tepid ««r hot, n salt 
glow, or alm ost any other form of hath 
W hile tiic skin is still moist and supple 
froru the bath, the oil should be applied 
and well rubbed in. 
It is well t«« begin 
with the extremities, so as to secure a th«tr­ 
ough circulation of blood in them . 
The 
oil should be rubbed in by friction of the 
surface, and gentle kneading with a move­ 
m ent sim ilar t«> that employed by fullers in 
working their goods. 
After the whole sur­ 
face has been treated in thi* m anner, the 
flesh should be wiped with a clean, dry 
towel, to remove any surplus of oil. The 
best oil for this use is relined coconn lit oil. 
It cannot usually he obtained at drugstores 
in a fresh condition, but should never be 
used when in the least tainted with the 
odor of decomposition. It may be obtained 
in quantity of druggists in the large cities, 
and if kept in a cool place and covered with 
lime water will rem ain sweet fo ra long 
time. 
It may also be preserved by melting 
and corking tightly in small bottles, each 
of which should contain only a sufficient 
quantity for a single hath. 
Pure olive oil 
is also excellent for this purpose, hut it is 
less lim pid and agreeable to most patients 
than cocoanut oil. 
Vaseline, cosmoline, 
oil of petrolina. and 
other petroleum 
products, are not to be recommended. 
Most unwholesome of all is lard in any 
form. 
Cottonseed oil is not objectionable 
to some, but we have reason for enter­ 
taining the suspicion that cottonseed oil is 
somewhat irritating in character.—[Good 
Healt h .________

O re g o n M a p le S u g a r.—It appears that 
Oregon is commencing the m anufacture of 
m aple sugar. The (tracer and Conner says : 
A gentleman now living in Oregon, but 
who formerly lived in Vermont, which is a 
large maple sugar producing State, recently 
tapped some of the maple trees on his place 
in Oregon and obtained a flow of sap which 
equaled that of any section of the East. 
Upon boiling it down he was agreeably 
surprised to see it grain into perfect sugar 
closely resembling the Eastern product, in 
appearance and flavor being exactly like it. 
This gentleman lives in the Nahalem val­ 
ley. 
He says he can tap 500 trees on his 
place each spring, and he thinks they will 
yield 1.500 pounds of sugar. 
If this is 
true, as it is no doubt, maple sugar m anu­ 
facture bids fair to become a prosperous 
industry in Oregon. 


To glue leather to iron, paint the iron 
with some kind of lead color, say white 
lead ami lampblack. 
W hen dry cover with 
a cement m ade ¿is follows : 
Take the best 
glue, soak it in cold water till soft, then 
dissolve it in vinegar with a moderate h e at; 
then add one-third of its hulk of white pine 
turpentine, thoroughly mixed, 
and 
by 
m eans o f the vinegar m ake it of the proper 
consistency to be spread with a brush.

Nevada. June 5th.—The greatest atul most 
destructive tire that has happened here for four 
vears occurred this afternoon, breaking out in 
Klausauf A Kichards’ brewery on Spring street. 
F ora while the safety of the entire town was 
threatened, but through the heroic exertions of 
the lire department the flames were confined to 
the block in which the fire started. It is sup­ 
posed that the tire was caused by the malt kiln 
at the brewery becoming overheated. Blnu- 
sauf& Richards' brewery, prey fuss' brewery, 
three dwellings owned by L. W. Prey fus-, a 
dwelling and ltxlging-house owned by K L. 
Harrvhousen. 
besides several out-buildtugs, 
w ere destroyed. Tite Baptist church w as on 
fire several' times, hut the flames were cx- 
tiuguished 
The roofoftheO dd Fellows build­ 
ing also took tire, and also the roofs of Rosen­ 
berg Bn» ' store and Z. 1’.

Santa Rosa. June 5th.—At the opening Mr.

from place to place, th e constant getting 
out and into th eir conveyance, w ith th e 
consequent 
disarrangem ent 
o f all 
the 
•om forts" w ith w hich an O riental lady 
m oves about—her spicc-hoxes and 
per­ 
fum es. sherbet tray. etc.—and th e d isturb­ 
ance of her cushions am i curtains, w ould he 
m ore th an an A siatic w om an w ould con­ 
sider tolerable, o r even com patible w ith her 
dignity. T he result is that she docs all her 
hopping at hom e. 
H aving intrusted to a 
confidential servant a general idea as to the 
nature of the tilings she w ished for. the 
m erchant in due tim e m akes his appear­ 
ance, and. having been sm uggled w ith 
m uch cerem ony into th e house, as if he 
w ere there on som e nefarious errand, lias 
to display his wares upon th e ground, 
w hile bis fair custom ers exam ine them 
from behind th e latticed w ork o f th e ‘'p u r ­ 
d ah .'' 
T hose w hich are approved o f are 
handed behind the partition l\v servants to 
the invisible purchasers, w ho criticise them 
at th eir leisure, keeping them or not, as 
th ey see fit, and then w hen they are suited 
tlte m erchant is dism issed, a servant o f th e 
establishm ent calling a t his shop the next 
day an d concluding th e purchase w ith as 
m uch haggling as possible. 
In the better 
itouses. and in all places, are special cov­ 
ered ways or cloisters by w hich th e vendors 
o f goods pass to th e ladies' suites o f ap art­ 
m ents, an d h a lf th e rom ances o f th e E ast 
have th eir scenes laid in these corridors, 
w here adventurous heroes disguised as luer- 
"hants obtain access to th e lovely objects of 
th eir adoration. 
O w ing to this m ode of 
shopping, th e tradesm en m ake no effort to 
display their wares.—[London News.
